The Navy R'-quli-eu Kuinn AclditionaJ 


Poclcs Icir the Bijr 


The present immediate effective, force 


of the navy consists of four b.utlo-slilijs 
of tlie first class, two second and 1'crl.v- 
eiglit other vessels, rating from armed 
cruisers to torpedo boats. There arc' un- 
der construction five battleships of the 
first class, sixteen torpedo boats and one 
submarine beat. 
No provision has yet 


been made for 6he armor of three of Llio 
five battleships, as it has been impossible! 
to obtain it at the prico fixed by Con- 
gress. 
It is of great importance that 


Congress provide this armor, as until 
then the ships are of no flg-htlng value. 


Tho present naval force, especially in 


vio-w of its increase by ships now under 
construction, while not as large as tliat 
of n. few other powers, is a formidable 
force. 
Its vessels are tho very best oC 


each type, n.nd with tlio increase, that 
should bo made to it from time 10 tlmo 
in .(ho future, and careful attention to 
kee-pTrig- It in a high state of cinc-.cncy 
and re-pair, it is well adapted to the ne- 
cresCties of the country. 


The great increase of tho n.'ivy xv'ilch 


has taken place in recent 5'cars was jus- 
tified by tho requiremen'ls fox navrtl de- 
fense, and has received public approba- 
tion. Tho tlmo hns r.ow arrived, however, 
when this increase, to wrhich tho couittry 
is committed, should for a time talc<: Iho 
form of Increaseil f.-icllitic-s commciisriruto 
with the increase of our naval vessels. 


It Is an urrfortur.ate fnct that thoro Is 


only one dock on the Pncllio const ca- 
pable of doclcing our lai-gest ships f.nJ 
only ono on tha Atlantic coast, and tliat 
the latter has for the last six or seven 
months been undor repair and therefore 
incap.-iblo of use.

Some additions are .il"?o nccoi-Mry to our 
navy yards for the re-pair and care of our 
larger number of vessels. As t.'ierc ara 
now on the stocks five battleships of the 
largest Clara, which cannot be complclocl 
for a year or twu, I concur with the rec- 
ommendation of the Secretary of i.ho 
Navy for aji appropriation authorizing 
the corjstruction of one battleship for tho 
I'acillc coast, where at preeent ^there Is 
only one in commf.^slon an<l one under 
construction, whllo on tho Atlantic const 
there aro three in commission a.nd four 
under construction; and also that ycvonil 
torpedo boats be authorized in connection
